' the Pacific Waters 


Five Found Alos£ American Cowt—King Salmon Rons PrindpaUv ia 


Largest Rivers—Red tnd Silver Canned Extensively. 


la tte Pacific there art six varieties 


of lalmon. five of w&Uh are found alocg 
the American coasts, and tte otter on* 
In Japan. All these fish belong to tte 
gecns or cor hj nth us. and are quite dis- 
tinct from, tte xalmo salar which is 
found ID tte Atlantic ocean. Tte last- 
earned cpecies has habits vtry slmiitr 
to those ot the European salmon, but 
the Pacific tolmon are supposed cevtr 
to feed In fresh water; consequently 
they are cot to be caught In the rivtrs 
with a rod and line, although a number 
of them afford sport when trolling la 
tte tidal waters at tte river moutts. 
A more remarkable theory, which is uni- 
versally acknowledged to be a fact, is 
that nearly ail ttese countless millions 
of fish, which annually aicer d the rivers 
to spawn, perish miserably after htvicc 
rpawned, and never live to return to tt* 
sea. tf evidence In support of ttis the- 
ory is required, a visit in tte tall of tt* 
year to the banks of any lake or stream 
where the salmon spawn will coctince 
the nnbeliever. The sight ef mtlllonsof 
dead and dying salmon and the awful 
cmell arising; ttertfrom. leave little to 
the Imagination of the Ecctalor.
